In regard to bridging the Mississippi, t he 
Ohio aod the Missouri rivers, and their 
branches, your mewwurialists respectfully urge 
the impeoriance of enactment ofa law that 
will #0 regulate the construction of bridges 
as to secure sevigution from needless obstruc- 
tion, sud, at the same time, afford every rea 
ronable feeWity for railroad aud common traf- 
fe across the-e streams. It has been shown, 
on the authority of the best bridge engineers 
of this end other countrys, that rivers can be 
thus bridged. We know, also, by what bas 
already been accomp beth ta Europe 
and America, that the mode of bridging is a 
mere ——— of cost. It is, therefore, ill- 
advised economy that permits the utility of 
theserivers as channels of commerce to be 
impaired, merely to save a trifle in the cost of 
erecting t across tham. It is uodeni- 
ably trur, thet most of the bridges now span 
ping Western vavigabie rivers necdlesaly re- 
taro and impede cummerce. 

The Increased risk resulting from these ar- 
tifleal obstractions enhances the cost of tn- 
surance, aml occasions a direct loss each year 
ppen the commerce of the river, to an 
aMOtbi Moré iuan suflicient to defray the a4- 
ditiopa) cost of less objectionable bridges.
